Point Peter, Oglethorpe Co., Ga., Decem- 
ber 24th, 1888.—Editors Constitution: In your 
Sunday edition of December 16th, I notice | 
you ask the following question, viz: 

‘Does any reader of Tux CONSTITUTION 
know of one man who has made money or 
kepteven, by raising cotton and buying the 
bread and meat and hay to make it with ?”’ 

Now, if you mean one who has bought all of 
his supplies and rdised none, Il cannet answer 
in the affirmative, but I know several farmers 
who have made money in my reighborhood 
by bnying a portion of their meat and head 
with which to make cotton. I know of only 
one farmer in my neighborhood who has made 
it a rule since the war to raise all his supplies 
and buy none. He may have kept even, but 
he has not laid up any money. 

Since 1873 there has been but little 
money made in farming, but my 
experience and observation teaches me that by 
raising as much cotton as we can successfully 
gather by Christmas, and in addition as much 
supplies as possible, wecan make money, and 
by this pian we ought, with average seasons, 
to raise at least half enough supplies to run 
the farm; and in the meantime it must be un- 
derstood that everything must work—there 
must be no dronesin the hive—and nothing 
in the form of luxuries must be bought on 
credit, only such necessities as manure, meat 
and bread,and every day wearing apparel, 
and a few tvols can safely be bought on credit. 

That which the farmer most needs now is 
the lowest possible taxes and a market for 
diversified products, and any legislation, state 
or national, in this direction would be of great 
benefit to the farmerand the country at large. 

As long as the farmer has no market for 
anything but cotton ‘he is going to raise cot- 
ton. Createa demand for anything else and 
ai mast aan asin he will gladly diversify. Yours, etc.,

I have read with interest the discussion now 
going on in your colamnsas to the probable 
eause of the general lack of prosperity among 
farmers. I hope some light will be thrown 
apon the subject. I hardly think we would 
kuow the cause,if we should by accident stum- 
ble upon it. Kvery correspondent has given 
what from his standpoint is the cause. I have 
no doubt each suggestion forms actually a 
linkin the chain. We must have all the 
‘Jinks or the chain will not be perfect, so will 
possess little value. Too muchgredit obtained 
upon fictitious basis, is a patent link. A 
credit based upon securities created by legis- 
lative enactment is sure to be an expensive 4 
Juxury. It has no foundation. Crops to be 
grown, is really nothing. Acredit based on 
such security, is a ‘‘wild cat scheme’’ and like 
all such must be brought up by enormous in- 
terest rates. In this sort of security, the 
merchant recognizes the great risk he must 
run and remembering the unreliable, irrespon- 
gible, contract jumping class of labor that he 
must depend upon to bring his fictitious 
security into something of value, he must 
charge very high rates for his money. The 
few broken down work stock are simply 
worthicss, and are put in the mortgage 
siinply because he is aware that 
the so-called farmer will make, perhaps, 
greater evertion in order to save his team, as 
itis all his dependence. Another suggestion 
is to ‘‘raise all we can of articles consumed at 
home’’—this is only another link. We pre- 
sume every seusible farmer does this, because 
a ‘dollar saved isa dollar made.’’ Diversiti- 
eation of cropsa third link.

The farmers’ alliance has not been success- 
ful'as a rule in its candidates for county offi- 
ces.

OHIOBRACE TROUBLES. ~ 


ARNET LAW CAUSING MUCH 
DISSATISFACTION. 


THE 


A Whole Community Sets Itself to Nullify a 
Statute—Boycott Tiecir Last Resort—Col- 
ored Teachers out of Work. 


Feuicrry, O., January 2.—[Staff Correspon- 
dence Constitution.|--Separate schools, or 
nixed schools for white and black, is the ques- 
tion which troubles this part of Ohio today, 
and is likely to trouble the whole state before 


the matter is settled. 

The trouble at this pleasant little country 
town cannot be regarded as a mere outbreak of 
rufflan violence. It grows out of a determina- 
tion, in which all classes of white people unite, 
that their children shall not be taught in 
schools side by side with the colored children. 
This feeling is so profound that it has bred 
a determination among the more intelligent 
and conservative whites to carry their point in 
spite of the fact that the law of Ohio is clearly 
on the side of the negro. 

They admit that on a legal test they cannot 
prevent the negroes from coming into the 
white schools, but they propose to accomplish 
their purpose by out generalling their colored 
and less intelligent neighbors. : 

The deep feeling of the white people mani- 
fested by the conservative and intelligent in a 
quiet and dogged determination which coolly 
entrenches itself in that “vantage ground 
which the influential and intelligent 
always have over the weak and ignor- 
ant. They watch every point, take 
every technical advantage, and exert their in- 
fluence to restain the hot-headed from violence 
which would magnify the public sympathy for 
the negroes. 4 

“What do you propose todoif the negroes 
carry their point at law ?’’ I asked Mayor Day, 

“That I can’t say,’”’ he replied thoughtfully, 
but with the tone of 2 man who was not with- 
out resources. 

Mr. Kennedy, who was sitting by, probably 
said what the mayor thought when he volun- 
teered an answer to the question. 

‘‘We will probably do what we have been 
accused of doing already—that is, we will ap- 
ply the boycot.”’ 

How irresistible a weapon this would be may 
be imagined when it is known that out of 80 
voters in the Franklyn township about Felic- 
ity, only 75 are negroes, and while the tax of 
the whites for school purposes is $35,600 a 
year, that of tle negroes is only $16, 

‘‘Have not the more offensive negroes al- 
ready felt this to some extent?’’ { asked the 
mayor. ; 

“Oh yes,” said he, “they have been elimen- 
ated from every connection’ and are simply 
eating. up what they have already accumu- 
lated.” 

In acommunity of 1,500 people there are 
some whoexpress this common feeling in a 
violent way. The mostextreme expression I 
heard was by a bricklayer who appeared to be 
an industrious man, of fair intelligence. 

“T fought on the union side,’’said he, “but I 
almost wish the _ scale had _—sdbeen 
turned the other way. If it were todo over 
again I believe I would join the other atmy.”’ 

Of course this does not represent the senti- 
ment of the community, for those soldiers are 
rare on either side who would change if the 
war had to be fought over. 

The trouble was all brought on by the Arnet 
resolution, introduced in the Ohio legislature 
in 1887 by a colored preacher of that name, 
who has since been made a bishop by the 
A. M. E. church. 

The resolution provided that, to make the 
laws af Ohio consistent with the fourteenth 
amendment of the federal constitution, the 
distinctive words ‘‘white’’ and ‘colored’’ 
should be wiped out of the statutes. Republi- 
ean and democratic politicians were afraid to 
oppose the resolution, and it passed by hin 
overwhelming majority. Mixed schools and 
mixed marriages then became lawful in the 
state of Ohio. The law wentinto effect in 
the summer of 1887, and trouble began in Sep 
tember of that year. 

The white and colored people of Felicity 
had always dweit together in peace. In ante 
bellum times this place was the first and most 
important station on the ‘underground 
railway’ as it was called, and 
zens of the community were active in 
assisting fugitive slaves across the Ohio 
river, four miles below the town and gave 
them aid and comfort on their journey to the 
northern part oi this state. I was told bya 
prominent citizen of Felicity that he had 
many atime, in his boyhood, helped to pilot 
fugitive slaves across the river from Kentucky, 
and that whenthe slave owners came over 
with their guns and hounds and threatened to 
burn the town, prominent citizens would meet 
them, ostensibly for the purpose of aiding in 
the capture’ of their slaves, but 
i reality dletaining them until 
the negroes could be notified 
to moveon. Myinformant, who was a repub- 
lican, blandly told me thatthe underground 
railway was managed mostly by democrats, 
but he had incidentally mentioned at least one 
republican that was engaged inthe business. 
I imagine that parties of all political complex- 
ions had a handinit. It Was probably in this 
way that Clermont, like oll other Ohio coun- 
tief on the river, got most of its negro popula- 
tion. - . 

Some years ago the white people of Felicity 
went to work 
colored neighbors who were not able to educate 
themselves. 

A cemfortable school house, with desks like 
those in the white school, was built and teach- 
ers were regularly employed. There was an 
attendance of forty or fifty and good work was 
done. 

‘The negroes were treated by many of the 
white people as equals and there was that 
familiarity between the two races which 
always breeds contempt. Even now this is 
apparent on the streets of Felicity. Bitter as 
the race feeling is, some of the leading young 
men of the town, Who had formed an amateur 
orchestra, furnished the mUsic ‘or 
the negro school exhibition last weck, and the 


entertainment was numerously attended by |

white people, along witlra few nogroes. 

The negroes seem heretofore to have been 
treated with uniform liberality, and red Se- 
nior, who 18 about the best circumstanced 
colored man,told me that the white people had 
pai most of the expense of building negre 
churehes, and had given most of the patronage 
to their exhibitions and entertainments. With 
this preparation it may be easily imagined that 
the negroes were ready to take advantage of 
the new law when it weut into effect. 

One Middleton,a shrewd negro politician 
and an ex-convict, seems to have been the evil 
genius of Felicity, and to have stirred up some 
of the negroes to the importance of entering 
their children at the white school when it 
opened in September, 15387. 

Four negro children presented themselves 
at the school for several morningsin succes- 
sion and were refused admission. A large 
black negro named Arthur Jackson brought 
his children to the school and finding several 
white men standing in the door attempted to 
push them away. The men turned upon Jack-

The children made the remark that 
they had been told by their lawyer to present 
themselves at the school three times, and if 
any person struck them to report the names, 
and the parties would be arrested for keeping 
the colored children out of school. 

‘They were there for three mornings and 
twice at noon, Each time they were sent 
away, but Ghe time they were allowed to come 
in. They went into the different rooms and 
took their positions. Some of the mothers of 
the white children went up stairs and told 
them to come out, as they would not allow 
them to go to school with negroes. 
The white children were screaming and cry- 
ing, scared almost to death, and some of the 
citizens went up stairs and. told the negroes 
that. to save trouble they had better go to their 
own school, and they left the building. In 
the meantime one of the colored girls used in- 
decent language to some of the boys—some- 
thing like this: ‘ Bill Ware, you were up at 
our house last night, and we knew what you 
came for, and you need’t come any more.’ 

‘*Some of those girls who were ejected from 
the school house went before the grand jur 
and swore that some of the citizens struc 
them, knocked them downand drove them 
away from the schoo! honse, and about twenty 
were indicted before the grand jury. Among 
the rest were Dr. Bradley and myself, direc- 
tors of the school.” 

‘* Was any force used.? ”’ 

‘No. The white men and white 
women stood in the main doors and 
told the negroes to go to their own 
school, that the white school was full and 
they did not belong there. No white person 
laid hands on them. Oneof the negro girls 
shook her fist in a white man’s face and said, 
‘You hit me; you dare to hit me.’ He said, 
‘I3 don’t want to hit you.’ She pushed him 
and some one behind pushed him against her. 
He threw up his hands to keep from falling 
against her and she said, ‘You hit me! You 
hit me!’ 

‘They said, ‘Why don’t the directors let us 
We said at the start that we did not pro- 
pose to take any hand in this matter; we 
daresent doit. Some of our best citizens said 
to us, ‘We want you directors to keep your 
hands off and we will attend to this matter 
ourselves. We purpose that the negroes shall 
not go into our white school. Wehave made 
every provision forthem. It would break up 
our school, for the majority of the whitepeople 
would withdraw their children.’ ”’ 

‘'We had given them one of the best preach- 
ers in the state, and there are just abofit five 
colored families in this town who are creating 
all this trouble.’’ 

There are evidently more than five families 
interested. Formerly the negro school had 
forty or fifty scholars, and since this trouble 
began its attendance has only been from six- 
teen to twenty. The falling olf is accounted 
for by the non-attendance of the children of 
dissatisfied negroes. Many of the best of the 
negroes, however, are opposed to mixed 
schools. James Frye, a negro Baptist 
preacher, told me he thought separate 
schools were the best. Fred Senior, 
who owns a farm of his 
paratively independent, thought the colored 
people ought to be satistiied with separate 
schools in as much as the white people pay the 
expenses and the negro has no way to make .a 
living independent of the white - man. 
Another negro, Craig, who was 
raised a slave and was comparatively 
illiterate but disposed to think 
himself, said that as the white people had pro- 
vided the colored children a colored teacher 
who was one of the best iu the state, and got 
along well with the children, he did not se¢ 
whywiis people should object to a separate 
school. 

To get the other side of the question I 
talked witha negronamed Williams who is 
one of the leading spirits. He said that no 
force beyond pushing was used to eject the 
colored children from the white schoolhouse, 
but that it was done by a mob hired by rich 
white men. He and several of his friends who 
vere grouped around said that the trouble was 
caused by the refusal to admit the negro 
children, but they did not give their reasons 
for desiring to mix in school. 

Some time after the ejection the “houses of 
three negroes were stoned ane the glass 
windows. Williams was 
one of the fufferers and he told me 
he saw the rocks thrown. He was coming 
here one night and was within fifty yards of 
his house when he saw four men and two boys, 
They threw a volley of rocks into the windows 
andran. He was satisfied that is was done 
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Knowles and other white men 
told me it was thought that 
the negrees had rocked their own houses for 
sympathy sake, and this belief was based on 
the fact that the most valuable parts of the 
houses were not touched. 

With all due respect to the opinions of the 
conservative people, I am obiiged to think that

their theory will not stand the test of an in- | 


vestigation by the courts. From what I could 
see and hear these outrages were committed by 
drunken rouglis. There is no evidence that 
they were instigated by the leading men of the 
town, 

The feeling against mixed schools is even 
Stronger among the women of [clicity than 
among the men, and this is because of a state- 
ment which-I heard from five different parties 
—including the mayor—that three unfortunate 
negro girls had toleave school at recess last 
year to purse their children. They said also 
that some of the negro children 
used -indecent™™anguage and the 
people, especially the women, were unwilling 
to have their children. come in contact with 
such associates. 

From what [ can hear it shouid be said that 
the negroes of Felicity are 
theirrace. The negro teacher Hubbard, is 
quoted as saying that they are the worst iot he 
eversaw. When he first came to teach a sep- 
arate colored school at Felicity, ie found tied 
tohis door knob one worninga bundle of 
switches with a note warning him to leave and 
attend to lim in the 
dark of the moon, 

Fortunately, the question of polif&s 1s elim- 
inated from the race troubles, so far as the 
town of Felicity is concerned. Clermont 
county is almost evenly divided between dem- 
ocrats and republicans.

Felicity—have sought to work for small sala- 
ries In country commnnities where separate 
schools are still in vogue.

“‘Thar’s mighty few satisfied folks in this 


‘world,’’ said Plunkett, as he folded his speec- 


tacles and put them away in his case. 

‘‘And its been that way,’’ continued the ‘old 
man, ““ever since I can remember. Forty years 
ergo there was too much ‘wooded waste,’ as 
they called it, and too many varments, they 
wanted the couniry settled up and cleared up, 
and they were never satisfied till they got 
these railroads to running, and the doctrine 
then was that these would give us prosperity 
and civilization, but I didn’t believe it then 
and I don’t believe it now, and as I read the 
papers and look erround me I s00 just as much 
dissatisfaction as I ever seed, and it haint been 
no great while since they held what they 
called a forestry congress up at Atlanta, and 
they tell me that their doctrine is to put the 
forest back ergin and to preserye what little 
there is left. They can’t bring back the var- 
ments nor the deer nor wild turkeys like they 
used to was, nor they can’t start the_ little 
springs to goingergin. Nature was cut and 
slashed and destroyed in the interest of what 
they called progress, and now its taking er turn 
that looks kinder like that it would be progress 
to get as near back to them old times asis 
possible. 

“We'll nover see long strings of stuffed 
Sausage twined and crossed up and down and 
all erround erbout an old fire place that would 
take in er ten foot log and the souse-meat and 
chitlings and cracklin bread of them 
old times will never be seen ergin. We will 
never hear the 'pig-g-o-0, pig-g-0-0, pig-g-0-0, 
of the hog callers for tive miles er- 
round on winter mornings, and the squall of 
the hogs as. they make a grand break from 
their bedsinthe leaves under theoaks. If 
you let er hog out now some neighbor will have 
him in er pen before you can say Jack Robin- 
son, and make you pay erbout what he’s worth 
to get him out. Nofencesnow. ‘This young 
generation would take er fit if you were to talk 
erbout having er fence of ten rails and staked 
and ridered. 

‘It tickles me, though. to see the turn things 
are taking in connection with the hog. These 
book larned fellows are coming right erround 
to where the old ‘Georgia cracker’ has always 
been on the subject of raising your own meat 
aud corn. After the war, when cotton started 
off at twenty-five and thirty cents er pound, if 
you will think back youcan remember that 
the men who were considered old fogys advo- 
cated hog and hominy. But they were cried 
down by the ‘progressive’ fellows, if not by 
words by methods, that made it unprofitable 
to raise meat. They were breaking their necks 
on cotton. They argued tliat they could make 
money enough offen one acre in cotton to buy 
what five or eight acres could make in corn. 
The fences were not kept up; every nigger had 
his dog, and if your old sow went out to pick 
up some acorns she’d come home with one ear 
gone and er leg chawed otf. Then they got up 
what they called the ‘White Chester hogs,’ 
and you can all remember what a fuss there 
was wiade over ’em, and old razorback 
Georgia hog had hardly got outen the way till 
it was discovered that the Chesters wouldn’t 
do. Old Blake Bagwell, downin Pike, stuck 
to the raz@r-backs and raised corn aud made 
money, but his progressive neighbors have bad 
a contempt for him fromthat day to this; but 
I look pretty soomJjo see these fellows generous 
enough to go up too!ld Blake and acknowledge 
the corn and ask his pardon. 

“But, while these book Jarned fellows are 
disposed to turn back, they don’t Know how to 
do it. From erway back yonder wev’e had 
these figuring fellows and they’ve figured us 
up to our present conditiom. Now they go 
to figuring to get right back, and their tigures 
show precisely how meat can be raised at a 
profit, but they don’t know nothing erbout it 
and half of ’em don’t Know wiether a cow 
gives sweet milk or butter milk.

in Georgia for two-and-a-half to three cents 
gross, and it has never been that >cheap since 
railroads and never will be.ergin, i'm er- 
feared. 

‘Great droves of turkeys used to be fotch 
down in the same way, and they’d sell ’em in 
the towns and go back home with money er 
plenty to buy their sweet doings and coffee for 
a year. Thése things have changed and for the 
worse. If town folks get er turkev these days 
they pay the biggest kind of price tor it—three 


or four times as much as they used to pay; and 
yet tho very country where these things came 


froim are notas prosperous as they used to be, 
Let these larned fellows figure erwhile, 
thouch, and you conldn’t convince ’em but 
what the mountain folks were making money 
Its a delusion, and 
figures will lie. 

**Take the Air Line road. I knowed the 
mountain country well through which this road 
runs. Before this road was build you could 
travel erlong through them mountainsand you 
wouldn’t strike er house but what would have 
acr?bfullof corn,a row of fodder. stacks, 
shucks and sich like; they all had their meat 
and lived at home..

Edwin Footh'’s Magnificent Gift to the 
Players’ Club—The Matter of Protection

New York, January 4.—Edwin Booth was 
never grander, nor did he ever appear nearer 
to the hearts of the people with whom he is 
thrown than on Monday night last When the 
beautiful club house which he bas presented 
to the Players’ club, was formally opened. 

it is a great gift, probably the greatest of its 
kind in stage history. The beautiful home on 
Gramercy Park, fitted with everything that 
could possibly add to the pleasure and the 
profit of those for whom itis designed, and a 
dramatic library second to none in the world, 
the whole representing ad outlay of probably 
$200,000—this was Edwin Booth’s gift to the 
piayers. 

It was a noble gathering, one not confined 
by any means to members of the theatrical 
profession, but at which were present such 
men asold James FE. Murdock, the oldest 
Richilieu ;Edward S. Connor, the oMest actor; 
General Horace Porter, Thomas iley Ald- 
rich, Judge Daly, Brayton [ves, Bra 2 
thews, General Sherman, Whitelaw Keid, 
Willie Winter, Robert P, Porter; all of the 
leading theatrical managers of the city, and 
many other men of note, i. 

It isimpossible in a short sketch to describe 
this beautiful home, so I must leave its ap- 
pearance to the imagipation of your readers, 
with the single injunction that it is simply 
perfection in every detail. 

Just before midnight of the last day of 1888, 
Mr. Looth faced a refined group of men who 
hung upon the words of his dedication, and in 
a voice almost choking with emotion he made 
the formal tender of the house to those for 
whom it was designed. His speech was full of 
sweetness, as is his nature. As he set fire to 
the ‘“‘yule log’’ sent by his daughter with the

From across the water comes the news of a 
revival of ‘‘Macbeth” by Henry Irving which 
introduces a number of innovations. 

Mr. Irving’s conceives Macbeth to have been 
from the very first a murderer and a villain. 
The believer that he had planned the murder 
of Duncan and that his wife only took part in 
the plot through her fealty to her lord. 

Of. course this is something which the 
Shakespeérian scholars and imitators will‘have 
to decide, but Mr. Irving backs his views with 
strong arguments. He believes that Lady 
Macbeth first received the idea from. her hus- 
band. The change is evident. Macbeth is 
made the worst sort of a villain, while Helen 
Terry makes Lady Macbeth simply the de- 
voted wife, naturally, under the sway of her 
savage minded husband.

PLAYERS AND PROTECTION. 


Protect the players! 

That is the watehword of the American actors 
just at present, and it is one that should enlist the 
interest of every true American. 
. There is no tariff issue in this—none whatever. 
Politicians and statesmen of all political parties 
have been unanimous in their protestations that 
any law tending to benefit American labor would 
receive their support, and it is for that reason that 
tariff roformers have advocated the doctrines of 
Mr, Car 1,\e and Mr. Mills, while the protectionists 
have advocated tho doctrines of Mr. Blaine and Mr. 
Randall on the same grounds, When, therefore, 
they have been abieto agree that any particular 
legislation is conducive to the welfare of American 
labor, party lines have been forgotten and such 
measures have become a law. 

That was the case with the law preventing the 
importation of contract labor~—the law which is 
under consideration now. 

That law lends protection to every branch of 
labor and industry save one—the stage. The actor 
alone is unprotected of all persons who work for 
hire. This contract labor law covers in its provi- 
sions the minister of the gospel and the bootblack 
on the streets, but there is no protection for the 
actor, 

In this period of anglo-maniz, the result is evyi- 
dent. Really good actors are keyt out of positions 
by managers hiring mon not more competent, but 
wlro have the advantage of having been born in 
England. Men who haye never known what it was 
to draw more than $20 a week salary at home are 
given positions paying four end five times as much 
here in America, and just because the craze is for 
the English. 

But are there good American actors out of sit: 
Uations? .« 

I put that question to Mr. Joseph Wheelock, him- 
selfone ofthe most prominent American actors, 
who is heart and soul in this protection movement. 

“Yes, there are,”’ be said. “Of course many of 
these, while they may be excellent performers, are 
not members of the high-salaried class of stage pro- 
fessionals, but it is exactly these people for whom 
we want pioection. The prominent members 
of the profession are well able to 
take care of themselves, but they 
too, are affected by the present state of affairs. 
Take my own case. Itismy right, if I do say it 
myself, to have a permanent positlonin New York. 
Yet I find the piace I should occupy taken by out- 
siders, who I know, and the world knows, have no 
more ability than]. And here’s my son, born and 
bred to the profession and waiting for a chance, 
Thisis his by right of birth and education. He 
should haveit. And there are hundred of like 
cases, What we ask is simply the protection given 
to people of every other calling. Itisa protection 
which 1s our right.’’ 

“The American stage is equal to that of Eng- 
land?”’ 

“Yes,and equalto any in the world, Why, I 
have seen English actors drawing big salaries on 
the American stage who were so rotten that had 
they been Americans they would have béen igno- 
rmoiniously hissed off. The English stage is inferior 
to that of America.”’ 

“What chance bas an American in England?’ 

“None atall.’ Mr. Barrett expressed it when he 
said that socially, the American actor would be 
well received; but professionally, every obstacle 
would be thrown in his way. That is the fact, as 
has been shown upon hundreds of occasions. 

A few days ago Mr. Lawrence Barrett was inter- 
viewed by the New York Herald upon this subject. 
He treated the matter in all its different phases, 
saying, in the course of the article: ‘‘All we ask is 
the same protection given the bootblack.”’ Mr. 
Edwin Booth added at the bottom of the interview 
when it was submitted to him: “Every word of this 
I heartily indorse,”’ 

That shows the Class of actors who are ac- 
tively engaged in the movement now going 
on, The Actors’ Order of Friendship, at 
the head ot which are such men 
as Tobe /efterecn, Edwin Booth, Lawrence Bar- 
rett, L Aldrich, ‘John Ellsler, Harley Merry, 
Benj. G. Rogers and many others ofthe shining 
lights ofthe profession, is active in bringing the 
matter before the notice ofcongress. Robert G. 
Ingersoll wiil act as attorney forthe committec, and 
a vigorous effort will be made to haye the present 
law #0 amended as to include in its provisions mem- 
bers of the theatrical profession. 

Do they ask anyibing unreasonable? 

Should they not have extended to them the same 
rights and the same protection accorded other 
Americans? 

Itisa movement in which they should receive 
the support of all Americans.

The Sale of Hares—From Bear Steak to 
Baked ’Possum--Dainty Bits for Big 
Purses--A New Year's Stewe 

FPormely hares—‘‘brer rabbits’ as they are 
more generally kuown—were only velued for 
their left hind feet.. 

And only those who inhabited gravcyards 
were especially valuable for these 

sutof late a change has come over the 
spirit ofepicurean dreams, and now rabbits 
are as much a staple of the grocer’s establish- 
ment as the noble mullet is of the fish stall, 

Itisasurprising thing how many of these 
animals are consunied in Atlanta, 

To supply the constant and increasing de- 
mand, five hundred buck rabbits bite the dust 
between dawn and dusk every day. The ex- 
planation lies in the fact that of all four- 
legged creatures the hare is the cheapest and 


. Gasiest to procure. Made into « stew, or par- 


boiled and fried, the rabbit is not to be grinned 
at by folks that have no teeth. 

An Atlanta dealer paid a visit to Tennessee 
last summer, and stopping at Lenore, away up 
the Tennessce river, at the base of the Cam- 
berland mountains, became interested in the 
sale of game. Inquiring into the matter, he 
found that those mountaineers madea living 
shooting and trapping small gameand growing 
vegetable S. ; 

“Why, said he to a hunter, ‘‘do you not 
ship rabbits to Atlanta’?’’ 

“What can we get for them ?” 

“T think thev can be wholesaled at ten cents 
apiece.’’ 

“‘THlow many a day ?”’ 

‘Five hundred, I should say, at least. 

“Allright. If we can get that for them we 
can furnish the rabbits.”’ 

They kept their word, and now, every day, 
barrel after barrel of rabbits, partridges and 
squirrels, with a sprinkling of ducks and an 
eccasional wild turkey, come rolling in to help 
feed the game eaters of Atlanta. 

Last Eneay they varied the monotony by 
sending along a pair of fat wild geese. 

The “lity vy ‘“‘cat” squirrel, one of the 
favorites smalicr game, is also shipped 
in large @ s from there, and partridges 
—it is useiess to atteinpt toenumeraie them. 

It is a curious fact that this delicious bire 
frequently commands such a high price in 
Washington and Baltimore that the Tennes- 
seeans ship them that way. Here they are 
worth $1.20 per dozen; there they frequently 
bring $2.40. 

Dressed and fixed up with a picce of toast, 
Bob White is worth thirty-five cents of any 
man’s money. 

This is the standard among birds. Every- 
body knows and appreciates what quail on 
toast is, de: pite the fact that men have failed 
in their efforts to cat a partridge a day for 
thirty days. Itis « juite possible that in such 
cases, where a wager is involved, the cook has 
been bribed into substituting a double-breasted 
yaller hainmer, occasionally, which accounted 
for the failure. 

Doves are not favorites here, althongh when 
kilfed on the grain fields in early summer, 
they have no superior for tenderness and del- 
icacy of flavor. Possibly sentiment has some- 
thing to do with it, for it is a well known fact 
that on the plantations many negroes would as 
soon breakfast ow the body of one of their own 
pickanninies as ona pair of “:mo'’nin’, lone-

The dueks that are brought here are 
mainly green-heads, and the supply comes 
from the Arkansas side of the Mississippi, 
along with bear, antelope, deer, beaver, and 
other game. 3 
_ The ‘wid turkeys that come to this mar- 
ket are brought from the west. There 
are not a great many sold here, though every 
now and then a mer nt gets one of those 
bronzed and bearded old cocks of the forest 
walk, and wnen he is swung up in front of 
some restaurant, the knowing ones stop as 
they pass by, and stroke his iridescent plum- 
age, pluck his wiry beard; and goaway smack- 
ing their lips over the imaginary roasts with 
plenty of rich, nut-flavored gravy. 

Beaver and buffalo meat are scarcely ever 
soldin Atlanta except an occasicnal : order 
during the holidays. It ts the same way with 
bear steak, which, at thirty cents a pound, 
must not be indulged in to excess, though it is 
ever so toothsome. Not more than three bears 
have been sold here during the season. 

Venison is not as common a dish as one 
might suppose, on the Atlanta bill of fare. 
And it all comes from the west. Florida bunt- 
ers have no factors to [ship through, and, fur- 
thermore, the big hotels monopolize the sup- 
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ts 


ply. 

No man knows what are the possibilities of

‘est, and broils venison steaks on the coals.

We had painted them together, 
while the blind husband, with his Brutus face 
and soft, sightless eyes, sat by, hearing our 
comments as to color and effect; and occasion- 
aliy a swift change would shoot across the 
placid face, and a wrenching of the lips, in his 
yearning to ste what she had done.

COLONEL ADAIR TELIS OF THE 
EARLY DAYS OF RAILROADING. 


Hic Was One of the Pioneer Ratiroad Men— 
How the Mall Was Carried—Asa's 
Education. 

“If you want to find some interesting read- 
ing,” said Colonel George W. Adair on the 
etrect car the other day, “get Scribner’s Maga- 
zine and dip into the railroad articles. They 
cover the whole ground pretty much. Perhaps 
they are more interesting to me than they 
would be to you, but it seems to me thatevery 

_young man ought to understand and appreci- 
ate the wonderful changes that have been 
brought about in our day by the development 
of the railroads of the country. 

“IT am not a very old man,” the colonel) 
Went on, “that is to say, I am 
not as old as some people I’ve seen, and yet 
all the great changes that have followed rail- 
road development have taken place right un- 
der my eyes. Sometimes, when I am feeling 
extra proud and stuck up, limagine that I 
am partially responsible forthe whole busi- 
ness, but I have the consolation of knowing 
that I have done the best I could.” 

There was a humorous twinkle in the colo- 
nel's eye, as he paused to drop a lady’s fare in- 
to the box. 

I’}] tell you why I feel responsibje,” he 
continued. ‘It’s not because the whole pan- 
orama—-(1 believe that’s what you boys call it) 
—it's not because the whole panorama has 
passed before my eyes, but it’s because I was a 
railroad mau before some of you chaps were 
born. Yes, sir! 1am one of the original con- 
@uctors. 1 had charge of one of the first trains 
that ran on the Georgia road.”’ 

“Then,” said some one, ‘‘you were what is 
ealled a ‘Knight of the Bell-Cord.’”’ 

“A what?’ asked the colonel. 

“A knight of the bell cord.” 

The colonel laughed, as if he regarded the 
suggestion as a joke. % 

“Oh, no!” he exclaimed. 
a new fangled arrangement. From my point 
of view it is quite modern. There was no bell 
rope on the trains when [ was conductor. I 
remomber I had an idea that there ought to be 
one, but when I mentioned the matter to the 
car builder, he hooted at me. He was a man 
named High, and when I suggested a bell line, 
he left the impression on my mind that [knew 
more about taking up tickets and collecting 
fares than I did about building cars. High 
gaid, [remember, that a bell-line wouldn't 
last until the train got to the first station.” 

“How did you get along without a bell- 
line ?’’ the colonel was asked. 

“Snlendidly, splendidly,” said the colonel. 
“The trouble with you young chaps is that 
you can’t understand how folks managed to 
get along in old times. They got along mighty 
well, let me tell you. I sometimes think that 

they got alonga sight better than folks do 
now. They were simpler and honester 
then, and it didn’t take much to please 
them. They had more religion, and they 
cooked beiter victuals. You may travel this 
¢ountry all over, but you’ll never find such 
ehicken-pie and ginger-cake as they used to 
have when I was a youngster.” 

“But how did you get along without a bell 
line on your train?’’ the young man persisted. 

“Well,” said the colonel, laughing, ‘‘it was 
the simplest thing in the world. There was a 
bell on the engine, and then on the rear plat- 
form of the passenger car we had a dinner bell 

a bell as you have seen 
in country taverns. When everything 
was ready, my baggagemaster would 
ging the dinner bell, the engineer would ring 

r.. .agine bell, and away we'd go puffing and 

snorting. Ithink my train made more fuss 
and attracted more attention than the modern 
trains, fine asthey are. It didn’t go as fast, 
but it attracted a great deal more attention 
than the trains do these days. 

“My engineer was an Irishman named 
Charley Neeson, and old August, a negro, was 
my trainhand. My baggagemaster was a 
young chap named Asa Fuller. 
Iie was red-headed and _freckled-faced, 
and as plucky as people are ever made. I re- 
member that Asa got hold of an old blue-back 
epeller, and learned to read while the train 
Was bumping along. I was something of a 
scholar myself in those days, having graduated 

‘at an old field school, and [helped Asa along 
whenever I had time. I remember that he 
haf a good deal of trouble with the word ‘artic- 
ulate.’ He practiced on ita good deal, and

once when the clapper of our signal bell got 


he swung it up and 
with the remark: ‘Captain, 
I can’t make this darned old bell ar-tic-u- 
late!’ Right then and there I congratulated 
my baggage master on his success in getting 
an education under difliculties.”’ 

‘‘Hiow about the miails?’’ the colonel was 
arked. 

“Why, we had no trouble about the mails 
whatever. When we came to a town or asta- 
tion where a mail bag wasto be put off Asa 
Fuller wonld take it on his shoulder and 
carry it to the  postoiiice. At some 
of the stations—Madison, for instance— 
the postofiice was some distance 
from _.le train, and we’d have to wait some 
time until Asa got back. If he stayed too 
long we'd ring the engine bell to hurry him up. 
I don't see but we got along about as well then 
as we do nuw. The people didn’t have to tell 
so many lies to make money, and there was 
more ncighborliness and sociability; and I 
sometimes think that religion was a 
purer and better article than it is 
now. There wasn’t such a quantity 
of fuss and feathers about it.” 

“*Well,’’ said some one, ‘‘we haye more com- 
forts now.”’ 

*No,”’ the colonel replied, “you are mis- 
taken. You have more luxuries, but the peo- 
ple in the old times had just as many comforts 
as they wanted. I was reading in Scribner's 
Magazine the other day about the inventien of 
the sleeping cars. Why,’’ said the colonel 
with emphasis, ‘‘there was no invention about 
it. Sleeping cars are the natural out- 
growth ofthe railroad system. There were 
two eleeping cars on the Georgia road in 1847. 
Tue one on my train was called the ‘Atlanta.’ 
The bunks were arranged crosswise the car, 
and were duly provided with pillows and 
Slankets. There’s more filigree work in a 
Pullman sleeper, more of the fancy business— 
but I have my doubts whether the siuffy berths 
are as comfortable as the airy ones provided on 
the siceping cars forty years ago. 

“Still,” said the colonel, as the street car 
stopped at tho Whitehall terminus, “if I> had 
to choose between the two, I reckon I'd take 
the Pullman sleeper. I’m getting old and 
inxurious—in fact, 1’m just as modern as any 
of you boys.”

A QUORUM WANTED. 


A Resolution Proposed to Telegraph Tardy 
Congressmen to Return at Once. 

WASHINGTON, January 5.—In the house 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, calied up the resolution 
to abolish for the remainder of the session to 
call of states for the introduction of bills on 
first and third Mondays of each month. 

On ordering the previous question the yote 
stood yeas 98, nays 20.

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SWEET SWINDLERS. 


COLLAPSE OF THE ELECTRIC SUGAR 
REFINING COMPANY. 


MILLIONS LOST BY THE TRANSACTION 


The Friends Claim That They Have Com 
plied with the Contract—The Dupes 
A-ross the Atlantic. 


New York, January 5.—The leading topic 
of conversation among brokers and business 
men down town today is the great expose of 
the late Professor Friend’s Electric Sugar Re- 
fining company. Secretary Robertson, of the 
defunct concern, While sitting in his office to- 
aay, was nearly paralyzed by a well known 
Wall street man asking him for ten shares, 
offering him $10 each for them. Robertson 
told the man the shares were worthless. The 
man insisted and the sale was effected. The 
purchase of these shares today was for the 
purpose, it is said, of ‘squeezing’? W. E. How- 
ard when he is caught. Howard is the man 
who swore before a notary public that he had 
seen the professor refine raw sugar by electric- 
ity. The president of the defunt concern, Cot- 
terill, has gone to Milan, Mich., where Mrs. 
Friend, Howard, and the two Halsteads, are 
said to be living. 

It is now hinted that Friend is not deadat 
all. There has not been anybody found so far 
who has seen his corpse. His death is said to 
have occurred two days before the blizzard of 
last March. 

ANN Arbor, Mich., January 5.—Persons in- 
terested in “electric” sugar refining frauds at 
New York, have been in consultation with 
Sawyer & Knowlton, attorneys here, for sev- 
eral days past. The president of the company 
has been here and met Mrs. Friend, Howard 
and the Halstgads, all of whom 
live in Milah, this state. Mrs. 
Friend’s attorney says that there 
was no intentional fraud, but that the compa- 
ny was to furnish the money to equip a refinery 
for refining sugar by Friend’s secret process. 
The company alleged that the refining was to 
be dons from raw sugar. This she cannot do. 
The contract her husband made was to refine 
cane suger at 80 cents a ton, or to sell out his 
stock and secret for $250,000 after everything 
was running. The company has been running 
five years and put in over $300,000, but no su- 
gar has yet been refined for the market. Mrs. 
Friend says that the company are now trying 
to force from her another secret, by which she 
makes a superior article of sugar from grapes. 
Instead of getting the secret of their contract, 
they call for this last secret; she refuses to 
divulge for the amount. No arrests have been 
made and none threatened by the company. 

Mrs. Friend says she is the only one of the 
party interested in the transaction, the others 
being merely employes. 

Detroit, January 5.—The Journal’s Ann 
Arbor special says in regard to the electric 
sugar retining people, that there is no trim- 
inal aspéct in the cases sofar as it developed 
here. President Cottrell bas been making 
strenuous efforts to settle with the Friends

paid, They still insist that the process is ex- 
actly what the contract calls for. The Journai 
makes no mention of manufacturing sugar 
from raw material. The men who pose as 
dupes confess this, and the whole 
thing has __ been precipitated by 
the English stockholders, Cottrell and others 
who got the Englishmen to subscribe, now 
want to get control. Mrs. Friend and 
Howard own a majority of the stock. The 
only way the dupes can determine whether or 
notthey have been duped is to get control. 
Mrs. Friend is too sharp to be frightened into 
giving up any secrets. ‘There are some people 
at Milan who believe that Professor Friend is 
stillalive. Mrs. Howard said to a Journal 
reporter this morning, during the course of a 
conversation: ‘‘You will have to see Friend 
and Mrs. Friend before anything is done.’’ 
The Journal at once asked, ‘‘Where is 
Friend?’’ to which she replied, ‘*Oh, oh, he’s 
dead.’””’

OSES aS Wnt Rae a 
THE CHIEF IN CHICAGO. 


Mr, Arthur Not Yet Prepared to Give Out 
the Terms of Settlement. 

Cuicaao, January 5.—Grand Chief Engineer 
P. M. Arthur, of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
tive Engineers, arrived here this morning 
from Cleveland, and spent some time in con- 
sultation with members of the conference com- 
mittee.

The Annexation of C ‘anada. 

Senator Liair, of New Hampshire, the 
ablest crauik in the senate, thinks that the 
United States should acquire Canada, 
‘«neaceably if we can, forcibly if we must.” 
He forecasts the day when Canada will 
have 100,000,000 people, and the United 
States 300,000,600, and he thinks it would 
be dangerous to allow Canada, as a foreign 
power, to attain such proportions. 

In an interview on the subject he says: 

Canada mu-t become part of the American nnion, 
peacefully if she wiil; i not war will bé the inevi- 
tabic result. That this must happen is illustrated 
by ail history. Two aggressive, warlike poeple 
living on either side of an imaginary line, cannot 
exist forever without at some time coming into 
eonfict with cach other. It is foolish to think 
otherwise. Nations go to war as much as they 
ever did. Wars now are shorter than they used to 
be, but they are fiercer ald their results are more 
teirible. If we should have a war it would forever 
make sectionalism a thing of the past. The south 
would be as loyalfand hearty in its support as the 
north, We were tuckered out by the rebeliion, 
but if at the close of hostilities a joint northern 
and southern army, under the command of Sher- 
man or Sheridan, and one of the prominent south- 
ern gcnerais, had marched into Canada, while an- 
other army cstablished a protectorate over Mexico, 
we should have escaped all the horrors of recon- 
struction. Frace: and England might not have 
liked it, but Germany vould not baye minded it, 
and Russia would have thanked God, 

As an original proposition of Senator 
Blair this talk would amount to but little, 
from the fact that his illustrious record as 
a crank naturally puts at a disadvantage 
the sound positions which he by chance 
takes. But on this question many distin- 
guished men from all parts of the country 
agree with him, and the sentiment in favor 
of the acquisition of Canada seems to be 
growing.

It is a curious story we print this morn- 
ing from our correspondent at Felicity, 
Ohio. 

We did not plunge into the heat of the 
race conflict in this typical Ohio town. We 
waited till the clouds had rolled by, and 
then sent one of our most careful staff cor- 
sespondents to get the cold truth. The Fe- 
Iicity folks ‘appear to have coddled Mr. 
Cooper . degree—for his letter bears an 
evident desire to soften the turbulent things 
Shey have been doing. In a private letter 
he informs us that Felici#y is not a tewn of 
ruffians (which we are delighted to hear) 
and that the fellows who stoned the thouses 
of the negroes were simply on a drunken 
epree. From which we infer that Ohio 
Hquor, like ovr ‘‘native pine top,’’ which 
has never bent the knee to Baal, sometimes 
takes on arace bias. Down to its essence, 
Mr. Cooper’s letter is simply this: 

The people of Felicity, though notable for 
helping runaway slaves to escape in slavery 
@ays, have determined that negro children 
shall not go to school with their children— 
that they resisted the law by force, gather- 
ing, men and women, at the schoolhouse 
and forcibly ejecting the negro children day 
after day—that these proceedings frequently 
amounted to small riots—that republicaris 
and democrats. united in this resistance— 
that the school board, though eqnally di- 
vided politically, is solid on this point—that 
the negroes who persisted in trying to force 
their children into the school have been ab- 
solutely boyeotted, are now living on their 
accumulation, and when that is gone must 
starve or emigrate. 

That is the truth set down without ex- 
tenuation. It tallies precisely with the 
larger truth that is not set down—the negro 
has broader libertios, deeper sympathies, less 
hostility, more chances at the south than at 
the north. On the building in which we 
write fifty negro carpenters and masons 
worked side by side with white mechanics. 
Suppose those fifty negro mechanics went 
to Philadelphia or Boston and were put on 
a building with white mechanics? In our 
streets a hundred negroes muke a happy-go-

hold the races together in the pews of his 
own church, declared that they could be 
harmonized by nothing short of amalgaia- 
tlon. Itisthe part of wisdom to repect 
these instincts. It is folly to disregard 
them. It would be fatal to attempt to over- 
ride them. 

This racial feeling is not new. Itis as 
old as history. It is not provincial. Our 
report from Ohio this morning shows that. 
The fact that England is today; and she has 
been for years and years, busied with con- 
trolling it in India, but indicates its reach. 
if both races admit it, as both races do—if 
both respect it, as both must—if it is con- 
fessed in laws, and if statutes are fashioned 
on it, we can manage itin -America and 
bring out of it peace and prosperity.

there is for sending cotton to market.in an 
ox-cart when they can send it on the rall- 
road. 

Fulton county has set an example that 
might well be followed by the rest of the 
counties of the state. For several years 
the county commissioners of Fulton have 
pursued the policy of making permanent 
improvements on the public roads, carry- 
ing these improvements to the county line.

A City Hospital Needed. 

What Atlanta needs isa city hospital— 
built by the city—run by the city—and 
commensurate with the needs of the city, 

We do not deprecate the good that is be- 
ing done by the hospitals now being run by 
private means. They are doing admirably, 
and they honor those who support and thogg 
who administer them. But they area con- 
stant strain on personal charity, and they 
are carrying a work that the city ought to 
carry. It is the duty of the city to care for 
the maimed or helpless invalids within its 
limits, and to relegate this duty to private 
charity is not only evasive, but insufficient. 

The committee of citizens appointed some 
months ago to investigate this subject has 
made itsreport. It recommends that the 
city buy ample grounds and build a hospital 
on the pavilion plan that has proyed so suc- 
That is, to build a central block 
for offices, Uauked by low one-story wings 
with broad piazzas and plenty of sunshine 
and air. The Johns Hopkins hospital, of

It is a 
notable thing that Mr. Pat Calhoun, who 
originally planned the Terminal systein, is 
also from Dalton. Here we havetwo Dalton 
boys, Mr. Calhoun and Mr. Williamson, play- 
ing forthe lead in the great railroad move- 
ments of the south. 

WHAT THE NEW SYSTEM IS, 

Do not think this is a dry statistical article 
and skipit. Follow it carefully, for it is as 
interesting as a game of chess, or the move- 
ment of troops in battle—and interests just as 
great depend on it. 

The Williamson crowd have just finished a 
road from Chattanooga through Rome to Car- 
rollton. Thisis the basis of operations. A 
surveying party is now in the field locating a 
route from Carrollton to Columbus which 
will be built immediately. This will give the 
new system a continuous line from Chat- 
tanooga to Columbus. Back of Chattanooga 
it is in alliance with the Cincinnati Southern, 
which practically gives it one line from Cin- 
cinnati to Columbus. South of Columbus 
Messrs. W.B. Lowe & Co. are now building 
aroad to Albany,and have already graded 
forty miles. Their interests aré one with the 
new system, é§and when their road 
is finished Mr. Williamson will have 
a line from Cincinnati to Albany, 
Ga. ‘Here he will get Florida con- 
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Monticello it is about 25 miles. From Montt- 
cello to Sandersville, it is about 60 miles. 
From some point on that road to Sayannah, it 
is about 100 miles. This makes atotal of 405 
miles to build in order to connect the entire 
system. Of this 805, 80 miles (from Columbus 
to Albany) is being built by 
an outside, but friendly company, but 
seventy miles (from Albany to Quincy) will 
be built by the Florida Navigation company. 
This leaves only 200 miles for Mr. William- 
son’s crowd to build in order to get into every 
city in Georgia, into both of our seaports, tnto 
Florida, and as far west as Cincinnati. The 
building of this 290 miles would give them 
practically a system of 2,800 miles, reaching 
from Cincinnati to important Florida points, 
Savannah, and Brunswick, and from Augusta 
to Carroliton. 

The Florida Navigation company must com- 
plete to Albany to meet this new system, or 
remain with its 650 miles of Florida roads at 
te mercy of its rival, the Savannah, Florida 
and Western system. To get entire ontlet 
from Florida, and thereby make its business 
independent, this road must build to Albany, 
and there connect with this new system. It 
is only seventy miles, and easily built, and it 
is stated asa fact that as soon as Mr. William- 
son and his friends make it plain that they 
intend to go to Albany, the Florida Navigation 
company will begin to build to meet them, 

THIS I8 WHAT THEY SAY ABOUT IT. 

The above is the plan of the new system as 
developed by its friends. They claim that it 
is feasible, practical, and that it will be com- 
plete. We submit their views that the public 
may be informed. The whole progress of rail- 
road building and management of this day is 
in the direction of consolidatien. Separate and 
short lines cannot exist, and no road, or system 
of roads can become eflicient, except by 
unification, and consolidation. That is 
what Mr. Williamson aud his friends 
propose to do with the disjointed lines 
remaining independent in Georgia. It is 
certainly remarkable that of all the short lines 
nearly every one of them is under, in some 
way, the contro] or the call of Mr. William- 
son, or those who sympathize with him in the 
effort to build the new system. Even the 
Atlanta and Florida is under a loan of $200,- 
000, the bulk of which was advanced by Mr. 
Sully. The parties owning the Georgia Mid- 
land are in sympathy with: this new move- 
ment, as of course are also the parties owning 
the Georgia Southern, running from Macon 
to Valdosta. One thing is certain. The 
tome and Carrollton will be built into Atlanta 
by a direct line.

BRANCHING TO THE EAST AND WEST. 

The north and south line once settled, and 
{t is settled, Mr. Williamson’s next point is to 
get into Atlanta, This he will probably do by 
building a direct line from Carrollton to At- 
Janta. Atlanta is the first objective point, as 
it is the center of activities in the South At- 
lantic states. Aline direct from Carrollton 
to Atlanta would be one of the best local roads 
{n the.country. Extended from Carroliton to 
Selma it would penetrate a strip of rich coun- 
try about sixty miles in width, which would 
abundantly support it. It would diminish the 
distance from Atlanta to Selma by over sey- 
enty miles. 

Put another route is projected from Carroll- 
con. The Griffin and North Alabama line 
which is now running from Carrollton to 
Griffin is, by Judge Speer’s decision, practically 
put in the hands of Mr. Alfred Sully. He con- 
trolled the minority bonds of that road, and 
Judge Speer has decided that the minority 
bondholders, by paying up the defaulting in- 
terest, can nullify the sale of the road to the 
Central and recover the property. If this is 
done Mr. Williamson will then own the line 
running from Carrollton to Griffin eastward. He 
has just organized a surveying party to locate 
the line from Griffin to Monticello. With this 
open he would then connect with the Macon 
nd Covington road, and thus get into Macon 
and Athens by a comparatively direct route. 
The surveying party will then push across 
from Monticello to Sandersville, where they 
will connect with the Augusta and Sandersville 
road. The owners of that property are under 
engagement with Mr. Wiiliamson and his 
friends to widen the guage and give them an 
entrance into Augusta.

THE CliY 18 GROWING. 


The Changes That WIll be Made by the New 
County Officers—Other Local News of 
General Interest. 

Atlanta is getting rich. That is what-the 
report of Mr. Rice, chairman of the tax com-: 
inittee shows. : 

The city’s income last year was $97,000 
more than the year previous, Mr. Rice esti- 
mates that it will be $150,000 more next year 
than this. This will give us an increase of a 
quarter million dollars income in two years. 

With $250,000 a greatdeal of good can be 
done, Thecity spent last year enough on 
schools, and streets, and police, and fire de- 
partment. With $250,000 added to herincome, 
we shall have advantages to build for the fu- 
ture, and make preparations forthe great city 
of 250,000 people that the next twenty years 
will see located here. To be exact the city’s 
income this year was $895,181.74. Here is 
where this came from:
